advisable for the reason that it would 
destroy competition.

“ Also, Mr. Ellis, what did you mean 
in this part where you said to tell the 
children ‘mamma and daddy w ill meet 
them in heaven?’ ” 
“ I—I didn’t knowr what I was w rit­ 
ing,” faltered the accused man, 
"You wrote another letter, telling 
where your jewels and those of Mrs. 
Ellis were hidden. Didn’t you have in 
mind ‘taking her with you’ in death at 
that time?” 
“ I— no, no, I didn’t.” 
“ How long did you hack at your 
wife’s throat with this looee-bladed 
knife after you had shot her?" 
Ellis Breaks Down. 
Ellis was unable to go farther and 
court was adjourned until Monday. 
He repeated previous to his cross- 
examination the story in which he de­ 
clared his wife had admitted her iove 
for Fred Cauldwell, a Canadian mer­ 
chant, had spurned his tenders of af­ 
fection, had refused to go back home 
with him, and had said she didn’t 
want her children or him—she “ wanted 
Cauldwell and was going to have him.” 
After he killed her, he said, he 
j called Mrs. Morris Ebersole, a friend, 
I over the telephone, and told what he 
had done, then tried to end his life. 
He admitted on cross examination 
that when lie was accepted by Eleanor 
Hosea and when he married her he 
could not have passed a eugenic ex­ 
amination.

Washing ton, Feb. 28.—Former Pres­ 
ident Taft took a hand in the Mex ican : 
p roblem. 
In a sp eech before the Na- ) 
tioual Geog rap hic society he warned 
the administration ag ainst interven­ 
tion. 
The cost in money and lives, 
ho said, would be enormous and the 
results of doubtful benefit. 
“ The situation is in such a condi­ 
tion,” Mr. Taft said, “that it would be 
imp rop er for me to comment on it, ex ­ 
cep t to say this: 
That those who 
lightly look forward to intervention 
are either utterly reg ardless of the 
loss of life and the ex p enditure of im­ 
mense treasure, or else they don’t un­ 
derstand what armed intervention on 
the p art of this g overnment in Mex ico 
will mean. 
“Those of us who have had ex p eri­ 
ence In the tranquilizing of a trop ical 
country with a p eop le not very differ­ 
ent from the Mex icans, who take 
naturally to g uerrilla warfare and 
would rather fig ht and run than work, 
know the difficulties that an army 
would have to meet to accomp lish the 
only p urp ose that we would have in 
g oing in—the bring ing about of law 
and order. 
“It would involve the g arrisoning 
with a sufficient force of every town. 
It would involve the org anization of 
columns to chase the g uerrillas Into 
their mountain fastnesses and across 
trackless desert p lains and the subju­ 
g ation of 15,000,000 of p eop le. 
“I don’t know when we would g et 
throug h, I don’t know’ how many lives 
it would involve, I don’t know how 
much it would cost, but I do know it 
would be a drag up on us, and then 
when we g ot* the thing done the future 
would still be a charg e and a burden 
on 
our 
g overnment 
and 
on 
our 
treasury .” 
Professor Taft afterward was the 
g uest of President Wilson at luncheon 
at the White House. 
Mr. Taft’s calls 
at the White House have been fre­ 
quent since he left, March 4 laat. 
This is the first time, however, that 
President Wilson invited him to lunch 
with him.
